Donaldson announced that he has 
approved the issuance of a com- 
memorative postage stamp for the 
175th anniversary of the Battle of 
Brooklyn.

“This stamp will be placed on 
first-day sale December 10, 1951, 
at Brooklyn, New York. Further 
details in connection with this 
commemorative stamp will be an- 
nounced later.” 

According to the history books 
the opposing forces were a 15,000 
man army under the British Gen- 
eral Howe and 8000 Americans 
under the immediate command of 
General Israel] Putnam 

The British landing at a point 
on Long Island a short distance 
below the Narrows marched by 
three routes against the American 
position on Brooklyn Heights, 
The position had been heavily 
fortified in anticipation of an at- 
tack.

In 1848, all of Europe was in 
revolt against tyranny. In France, 
Germany, Austria — everywhere 
the common people were clamor- 
ing for control of their own des- 
tiny—for an end to Kings and 
for democratic rights. 

In Italy, the struggle was three- 
fold. In the North, it took the 
form of rebellion against Austria. 
In the central regions it came as 
a revolt against the Pope, who 
had allied himself with the Aus- 
trians. Throughout Italy, it was 
Republican in content, anti-papal 
in expression, nationalist in as- 
piration. 

When the revolt came in Rome, 
the Pope fled to the protection of 
reactionary Ferdinand of Naples 
(the ill-famed “Bomba” of his- 
tory), while behind him, the peo- 
ple of Rome set about creating 
the Roman Republic, calling in 
Mazzini to lead them and Gari- 
baldi to help defend them. The 
Government that they set up has 
been acclaimed, even by its ene- 
mies, for its idealism, its restraint 
in the face of provocation and 
the selflessness of its leaders. 
When Ferdinand and the Pope 
found themselves unable to make 
headway against the new Repub- 
lic, they called in the French to 
crush the Romans. On April 25, 
1849, 10,000 French troops dis- 
embarked at Civitavecchio, 40 
miles northwest of Rome, and pro- 
ceeded to cverrun the territories 
of the new Republic and, aided by 
heavy reinforcements, to lay 
siege to the City itself. 

Faced with such a formidable 
foe, the Roman Government knew 
from the outset that it was 
doomed, yet it determined to hold 
out to the last—not in the hope 
of victory, but to provide an ideal 
that, in the years to come, might 
rally the Italian people to fight 
unitedly for their own indepen- 
dence. 

On June 4, 1849, the siege of 
Rome began, and it was not until 
the end of the month that. the 
city fell, and then, only by an act 
of French treachery. One of the 
key defense points was an elab- 
orate mansion just outside the 
City walls— “Il Vascello” or The 
Ship—so named because of its re- 
semblance to a boat. The lengthy 
defense of Rome is laid by histor- 
ians to the stubborn heroism with 
which the Italians held Il Vascel- 
lo, for they did not give it up 
until Rome itself had fallen at 
their backs. 

The French, of course, could not 
hold Rome against Italy. Neither 
could the Pope, nor the myriad of 
petty tyrants who then ruled and 
divided Italy. Garibaldi lived to 
re-enter Rome in triumph. Across 
the intervening years, the heroic 
story of its defense was told and 
retold throughout Italy. It echoed, 
like a trumpet call, to rally Ital- 
ians to fight for their own free-

That is why the Republic of 
Italy, in 1949, honored the Re- 
public of Rome of 1849, and why

COMMEMORATIVES. Some 
time ago, a reader of this col- 
umn requested suggestions about 
his collection. He collected only 
British Empire stamps but found 
that his limited budget did not 
enable him to keep up with all 

. the new issues especially the sets 
with high values. 

I suggested that he collect only 
commemorative sets and stamps, 
starting with the current and re- 
cent issues and going back. I also 
stated that with blank pages in 
a loose leaf binder, he could use 
one page for each set and the 
event to be commemorated could 
then be written up on the page 
with the stamps. This would pro- 
duce a collection that, when 
shown to non-collectors would be 
interesting and instructive. 

He now advises that he follow- 
ed my suggestion and is well 
pleased with the results. He also 
stated that two non-collector 
friends to whom he showed his 
collection, now collect British 
Empire Commemorative sets. 

Perhaps this story will change 
#me collectors with the same 
problem.

CAPEX-Another Great Show 


An automobile trip of just a few miles short of 1000, took Mrs. 
Linn and your editor to Toronto, Canada and return, where we at- 
tended the great Canadian National Philatelic Exhibition which was 
held in the Automotive Building in Toronto from September 21st 
to 29th inclusive. 

The last lap of this trip was over the 
magnificent Queen Elizabeth Highway 
which runs from Buffalo to Toronto, about 
100 miles of wonderful road. Here we 
found the usual signs of 50 miles per hour 
but few cars or trucks seemed to have 
drivers that could either read or if they 
could read they did not believe in signs.

Passing Canadian Customs on the way 
in is quick and without too much delay.

GEORGE W. LINN pending on the length of one’s stay in 
Canada. When you come back the Canadian Officials ask you how 
much you have spent in Canada. These figures taken from all 
Customs Entry Points into the United States are used to estimate 
the annual amount of dollars going into Canada in this manner. 
When you reach the American Customs on your return trip you are 
required to fill outa form showing what you bought and the prices 
paid, with a few bits of information as to your place of birth and 
other matters to identify yourself. This task is quickly completed 
and the traveler is again on his way home.

The show in Toronto opened on Friday morning September 21st. 480 


The great building which houses it is one of the largest of its type 
in the world and a permanent structure on the grounds where the 
annual Industrial Exhibition and Fair is held each year in Toronto, 

It is located at quite some distance from the down town hotels 
and is thus a dollar taxi trip each time in going or coming. A loca- 
tion closer to the hotel district would thus be much more practical. 

We arrived on Friday afternoon and of course our first aim 
after being located in our hotel was to see the show. We missed 
the opening ceremonies on Friday morning, and had to pick up from 
that point. The crowd on opening day was not large, yet in a 
building all on one floor and as large as this one is can easily absorb 
a substantial crowd without its being noticed, Saturday also brought 
a moderate crowd but on Sunday and Monday we could notice quite 
a pickup in attendance. Monday was the first day sale for the four 
new stamps which were put on sale at the show and the opening 
hour found a long line of collectors lined up before several post 
office windows in the exposition hall, all eager to get the new 
stamps which were on sale, A large area with tables and chairs 
were provided where the collectors could stamp and prepare their 
covers for mailing. The post office did a good business all through 
the day and there were always small lines at the windows to buy 
the new stamps. 

The show itself was announced as having about 1500 frames. 
These were large frames each holding 16 album pages. 

Like all shows of this nature, it was just too big. A way should 
be devised to hold down a ghow to a size that is within the scope 
of the average man to view in a proper manner. Here we had a 
show with approximately 1500 frames,holding 16 pages each or a 
total of approximately 480 full 50 page albums. If these pages 
carried an average of 25 stamps per page the show would have had 
around 580,000 stamps, well over a half million. If you spent just 
one second in looking at each stamp, that is seeing 60 stamps per 
minute you would need around 161 hours to see the show. If you 
spent eight hours per day it would require over 20 days to see it 
all and the show only lasted nine days. It is thus easy to see that 
any show as big as this is far too big. We would believe that some 
plan for holding down big shows would be desirable or that the 
other plan would be to set up the show and print the catalogue in 
such manner that the collector who is interested in certain countries 
could easily and quickly locate such countries by reference to the 
catalog and then find all stamps of any country from different owners. 
grouped in one group. The catalogue for this show was very well 
prepared and grouped somewhat in a manner that made it quite pos- 
sible to pick out definite groups and locate them without too much 
trouble, yet a few slight changes in the layout of a big show and 
arrangement of the catalogue would have been quite practical and 
would have kept each country by itself. Then when that is ac- 
complished in the setup of the show, the catalogue could have fea- 
tured the countries with the owner’s names after them and thus 
accomplished the same result. . These remarks are not intended as 
criticism but merely as a helpful suggestion in arranging a big show 
so that parties interested in any particular countries can locate them 
with a minimum of effort. 

It was a wonderful show, of course preponderantly Canadian 
and British North America and then Great Britain. The showing of 
United States naturally attracted great attention and some wonderful 
things were on display, but time was all too short to do them credit 
in looking over the frames, The Court of Honor attracted much 
attention as did the showing of the collection of the King. 

The management was rather disappointed on the sale of booth 
space to dealers as less than 40 were at the show. The cost of $200 
per booth was perhaps one deterrent and the poor business of the 
last summer may have been another, plus the long and expensive 
trip. A dealer has to do quite a big business to make a show of 
this nature a profitable venture. . 

Many dealers were rather disappointed with business the first 
two days, but Sunday and Monday it picked up and most of them 
were feeling much better over prospects for the week. 

We had the pleasure of meeting many of our Canadian sub- 
scribers and advertising patrons at the show and our friends over 
the border were a very pleasant crowd of people to meet and frater- 
nize with. Our thanks to all of them for the enjoyable trip we had 





and we trust that the friendships made will continue for many years 
to come. ‘

And while on the subject of 
commems it might be interesting 
to mention that a bill has been 
introduced into the House of 
Representatives asking for a 
stamp to mark the 100th anniver-

On April 10, 1947 was issued 
a commemorative stamp to me- 
morialize the 100th anniversary 
of the birth of Joseph Pulitzer 
famed newspaperman. Just re- 
cently, the John Hancock Mutual 
Life Insurance Co. produced a 
biographical piece from which 
many of you will get some migh- 
ty fine write-up material—and 
perhaps inspiration to strive on 
your job a little harder, and be 
a better citizen. It reads: 

“The old presses are silent 
now, and the gaudy gold dome 
of the ‘World’ building isr’t as 
shiny as it used to be. But if 
there’s a place where great news- 
papermen go when they die, Jo- 
is there rattling 
out a memo a minute, barking 
over and over at his reporters: 
‘Accuracy! Fair Play! Moral 
Courage! Accuracy!’ 

“Joe Pulitzer was just seven- 
teen when he left Hungary for 
the United States—a big, gang- 
ling, hungry, uncomfortable, su- 
percharged kid with a mind like 
a reservoir waiting for rain. He 
read the big book of his chosen 
country in a hard school—as a 
cavalryman in the Civil War, a 
penniless veteran on a park bench, 
a stoker on a ferry boat, a steve- 
dore on the Mississippi levees. 
He ate when he could and slept 
when he had to, but most of the 
time he just gulped for know- 
ledge. He was a kid who wanted 
to know all about everything. 

“One day he drifted into a job 
as reporter on a St. Louis paper. 
And that wonderful thing hap- 
pened which takes place when 
a genius suddenly finds the right 
button to push. Joe Pulitzer and 
his half grown English, his hun- 
gry driving mind, his need to 
know and tell all, was a born- 
great newspaperman. 

“So nothing could stop him. 
Soon he owned the ‘Post-Dis- 
patch’ in St. Louis and a paper 
in New York—the ‘World’, which 
many old newspapermen will tell 
you was the nearest thing to a 
human soul that ever came out 
of a linotype machine. And still 
Pulitzer ate when he could and 
slept when he had to, and spent 
most of his time inspiring his 
newsmen with a vast excitement, 
a gruff and beautiful dedication 
to the cause of letting people 
know. 

“Suddenly he went blind. Sud- 
denly the man whose greatness 
was to see everything could see 
nothing. And still, for twenty 
more years, he went on as if noth- 
ing had happened, a torch con- 
suming itself for others to read 
by. 
“There’s a school of journalism 
that bears Joseph Pulitzer’s name, 
and a priceless collection of paint- 
ings which he gave to a museum 
so that others might see what 
he could not. And there are prizes 
he wanted given every year to 
American writers who are real- 
ly trying. But the real legacy 
Joseph Pulitzer left us is some- 
thing more than these. 

“It’s a conscience stirring in 
the pages of this country’s good 
newspapers. It’s a touch of starch 
in the backbone of a young re- 
porter as he goes out to question 
the high and mighty. It’s a voice 
reminding everybody whose busi- 
ness is pews: ‘You are the eyes 
of the people. Pry into the dark 
corners. Turn on the lights. The 
people have a right to know.’”

tion of which is to make them 
easy to separate from each other. 
For United States stamps of 
current vintage it means that 
there are none of those small 
holes surrounding each which 
make their separation a simple 
matter, The space between stamps 
is uncut or unpunched, 
Perforations—For the most part 
the small holes surrounding each 
stamp are called perforations. 
Such are not the only means 
attempted for the easy removal 
of stamps from a pane or sheet. 
Other systems have included the 
roulette, slitting and large punch- 
ed holes of various shapes. 
_ Stamps which are not regularly 
issued imperforate should be col- 
lected in pairs or larger pieces 
for otherwise there is no definite 
way of establishing the variety. 
The same goes for stamps which 
are said to be imperforate be- 
tween. These are collected in 
pairs or larger with the imperf- 
orate part between adjacent 
stamps. 
Essay—Art work submitted for 


use as a stamp design for a spe-' 


cific issue. If it varies from the 
accepted design, it is called an 
essay, 

Proof—An impression taken 
from the die, or the finished plate 
from which the proposted stamp 
will be printed. 

Proofs are “pulled” by the en- 
graver at various stages of his 
making the die so that he can 
study the progress of his work. 
These are known as working or 
progress proofs. 

When the die is completed 
proofs are pulled in various col- 
ors or shades of colors so that 
the one which seems the most 
suitable to the design can be se- 
lected. These are called color 
proofs. 

The building of a collection of 
essays and proofs is not for the 
person with a limited amount of 
money to his credit. The bulk of 
them are costly simply for the 
reason that there aren’t very 
many of them. 

Most of such material comes 
on the market from the estates 
of designers and engravers who 
worked on stamps for the gov- 
ernment.

95 years earlier, when, it was es- 
timated, there were only approx- 
imately one-tenth as many stamp 
collectors as today.

a small group of men found and 


controlled the entire supply of | 


the 6c bi-color airmail part-perf 
sheets found in Brooklyn. But 
the Defense errors popped up in 
post offices throughout the na- 
tion—from Boston, Mass., to Fort 
Worth, Texas, and Glendale. 
Calif. 

The Defense errors fell like a 
promiscuous shower of jewels on 
rank and file stamp collectors 
and the smaller dealers through- 
out the nation. It is estimated 
that the errors enriched the ori- 
ginal finders and dealers who 
sold the pairs and blocks first by 
approximately $250,000. There 
were that many errors found. 

The story of the Defense errors 
is like a huge jigsaw puzzle. Most 
of the main pieces—the principal 
“finds’"—are at least known. 
Some of these will be related in 
considerable detail. Many of the 
smaller finds also will be re- 
lated through this column by the 
individuals who stumbled upon 
them. Over the vears a good bit 
of information about the errors 
has been volunteered second and 
third hand. This information 
needs to be published in a lead- 
ing stamp paper of wide circula- 
tion like Linn’s, in order that the 
reliability of the information 
might be checked out, if possible.

I believed to be true at that time. 
I have recently discovered that I 
was mistaken, and in justice to 
Mr. Grinnell, and in order that 
the truth may be known, I vol- 
untarily make this affidavit. 

No person has ever come to 
me since the time of the hearing 
of the above mentioned case in 
behalf of Mr. Grinnell, but be- 
cause of this evidence which I 
have discovered, I have invited 
Mr. Grinnell to come to my house 
and examine same. 
When my father gave - the 
stamps to Mr. Grinnell he told 
him that he found them in a 
little old trunk of his mother’s 
among her things at the time she 
died in the year 1856, and that 
he had always kept them. When 
Mr. Grinnell told that story I 
did not believe it because I 
thought all of our things had been 
destroyed in a fire in about the 
year 1890. 
In the summer of 1923 my 
mother showed me a small square 
piece of embroidery which she 
said was made by my father’s 
mother in the year 1817. I asked 
where it came from and she told 
me it was with the things my 
father’s grandmother had brought 
to California for him in the year 
1866; that she had kept them all 
these years because they were 
his mother’s. I did not know that 
anything belonging to my fa- 
ther’s mother was still in exist- 
ence, I began to investigate and 
soon found enough to convince 
me that Mr. Grinnell was right. 
We have besides the piece of

Boylston St., 
Los Angeles, Calif.: that he is 
now the representative lecturer 
of the Southern California Photo 
Engravers Association: that he 
has carefully examined the 
“Grinnell” Hawaiian Missionary 
stamps” which were the subject 
of the recent controversy between 
Klemann and Grinnell in the Su- 
perior Court of the County of 
Los Angeles: That he can posi- 
tively say the stamps were not 
printed from any known process 
of photo engraving: that they

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WASHINGTON IRVING 
Author—Diplomat 


Born in New York City 1783— 
died in 1859, Reading his life- 
story, one wonders how one man 
can have been~so many things, 
filled so many missions and been 
in sO many places: in one span 
of life in those golden days when 
there were no airplanes. 

Commercially, as an attorney, 
he represented two brothers at 
Liverpool in 1815—diplomatical- 
ly, he was on the Embassy staff 
in Madrid in 1826, and with the 
U.S. Legation in London from 
1829, and finally—he became U. 
S. Minister to Spain in 1842, 

In the interim, he covered Eu- 
rope like a blanket, returning 
home just on occasion, probably 
for a change of cravat. 

He wrote everywhere he went, 
and under some six pseudonyms 
too. From London he published 
Salamagundi, a series of whim- 
sical essays in which the name 
Gotham was first applied to New 
York City. Also, he gave us—His- 
tory of New York—-strictly satir- 
ical, which established his repu- 
tation for humor and geniality. 

While still in England, he wrote 
another series of essays (under 
the pseudonym Geoffrey Crayon) 
published as The Sketchbook in 
1820, and Bracebridge Hall in 
1822, 

Irving returned to the U.S. in 
1846 and took residence at Tar- 
rytown, N.Y. after which he pub- 
lished two volumes of—Mohamet 
and His Successors—and five vol- 
umes on—The Life of Washing- 
ton, 

We probably love him best for 
his short stories—The Legend of 
Sleepy Hollow, introducing Icha- 
bod Crane—and his never-to-be- 
forgotten—Rip Van Winkle,

are led to believe that they were 
set up from the font and then 
stereotyped.” (The three stamps 
mentioned were Hawaiian, Scotts 
numbers 2, 3, and 4.) 

The Cape of Good Hope “Wood- 
blocks” were printed from stere- 
otype plates, and the design is ex- 
ceedingly crude whens compared 
with an engraved stamp of the 
same general type. Stereotype 
plates made from movable types 
would make much better repro- 
ductions of the design than those 
made from engraved plates. 

I have seen a photograph of a 
cover from Honolulu, having a 
numeral of the 1859 issue can- 
celled with the stereotype plate 
of the Thirteen cent Missionary 
Stamp used as a cancelling de- 
vice or obliterator, Mr. Klemann 
had the photograph of this cover 
when he was here in April, 1922. 
He said then it was genuine, I 
do not know whether he has 
changed his mind about it yet 
or not. But whether it is or not, 
the fact remains that stereotypes 
were used in the Honolulu print- 
ing office at that time, and can 
be found here and there on dif- 
ferent pages of the papers which 
were printed there.
